The answer then is not to arouse 
juvenile interest in the youth for 
him to let off steam, but to have 
organized clubs arousing the inter­ 
est of the public. 
In many instances a boy isn’t 
bad really but he is forced into a 
gang over his better judgement. 
Getting to the leaders of the gangs 
is what is needed for they need 
help. They are maladjusted 
in 
some respect and need to get the 
idea of getting even off their chest 
and out of their minds.

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Politics took a lofty turn last 
January - high in the sky in a 
chartered plane speeding towards 
Denver and President Eisenhower. 
For the millions of Republicans 
and independent admirers of the 
President, this was a precious car­ 
go. On board were the 48 G G P 
state leaders and the party’s na­ 
tional campaign strategists. 
The strategists had been brief­ 
ing the 48 on just how to re - elect 
Mr. 
Eisenhower, even in those 
moments so long befort the Presi­ 
dent publicly declared himself a 
candidate. There, in the swift air­ 
craft, the state leaders were told 
many things which were kept off - 
tho - record - including special 
techniques for winning millions of 
labor votes this fall. 


Since then there has been con­ 
siderable coming and going of la­ 
bor leaders in and out of the White 
House - right up to the moment the 
President was last taken ill. 
Mr. Eisenhower took a personal 
interest in the problems of various 
national labor leaders and on sever 
a1 occasions he issued specific or­ 
ders that they be aided in their 
other objectives. Gradually much 
of the old bitterness between the 
labor camp and the man it tried 
to beat was melted by the Presi­ 
dent’s grin and his eagerness to 
help where he believed their re­ 
quests were justified. 
At one of these sessions one na­ 
tional union chief a$ked the Presi­ 
dent and his advisers if he would 
speak at a labor banquet later 
this fall and he agreed so long us 
it was held in Washington. Now 
that he is recovering swiftly, these 
labor people believe he will speak 
and are preparing to turn the ban­ 


quet into an international gather­ 
ing of world statesmen. 
All this has kindled a fondness 
for the President in the usually 
coldly objective hearts of many a 
national union chief - and it can 
absolutely be reported that a re­ 
cent informal poll of many power­ 
ful union presidents in labor’s high 
command revealed that he is more 
popular as an individual than any 
of the Drmocratic hopefuls. This 
won’t be made public, nor will it 
deter most of the 
labor chiefs 
from supporting the Democratic 
Party. But it may deter them from 
slashing personal attacks on Ike. 
These are all practical men who 
know' they can bargain more ea i- 
ly w'ith their old political friends 
in the Democratic Party. When 
bargaining comes in the door, senti­ 
ment goes out the window. So it 
appears unlikely that the G O P will 
be able to roster up enough top­ 
flight labor chiefs for an imposing 
being as realistic as the union men, 
the Republican high command has 
decided to by - pass labor’s high 
command. 


Last January, the C O P took on 
two field men. one from the A F L 
and another from the CIO. They 
were placed under Roy James, 
formerly the clerk of the Senate 
Labor Committee. These men hit 
the hinterland. They have been 
working with the Republican state 
chairmen in some 20 states where 
the Democratic-labor coalition if 
strongest.

Town of Macon Replete with 
Hennings' Family History

The fol­ 
lowing is a continuation of the 
family history begun in The 
Standard yesterday. 
Part Two 
Despite his influence and prom­ 
inence in national affairs in the 
first years of the American Re­ 
public, little was written by his­ 
torians about 
Nathaniel 
Macon 
until 1902, when William E. Dodd 
wrote an article concerning him 
for the American Historical Re­ 
view. 
It seems that Macon, a 
rich man and undisputed ruler 
within his party in North Caro­ 
lina for many years, ordered all 
his private papers to be burned 
upon 
his death. Most ot them 
were. Researches by Dodd 
and 
o her historians show that he was 
a descendant of a Huguenot fam ­ 
ily which settled in Virginia in 
1680: that he was left a fair-siz­ 
ed fortune by his father when or­ 
phaned at an early age; and that 
he attended Princeton College. 
Volunteering in the militia at 
the outbreak of the American Rev 
olution, he declined a commission 
and served as a private.

There he acted in 
concert with a fellow Democrat- 
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ic politician named Willie Jones 
to see that the Tories who had 
been lukewarm in the cause of 
the Revolution, or who had oppos­ 
ed it, never regained their power 
in local governments.

Douglas found a score of union 
officials using welfare and pension 
funds as “their own money.’’ was 
his investigation permitted to die?

They turned out a searing 365- 
page indictment of the crime cartel 
inside labor. The AFL-CIO execu­ 
tive council went through it.

Within the Confederate Arniv 
was the Senator’s great grandfath 
or, Dr. William Venable Wilson, a 
commissioned Presbyterian chau­ 
v in on the staff of General Rob­ 
ert E. Lee in the Arm v of North 
Virginia. Another soldier of the 
Confederacy wras 
the

granduncle, Daniel Wilson, once 
president of the New' Orleans cot­ 
ton exchange. Colonel Daniel W il­ 
son was the leader in organizing 
the ‘Louisiana Tigers,’ who fought 
through the wfar from the first 
battle of Manasses to the surren­ 
der at Appomattox. 


A paternal gl and father, John P. 
Hennings, was first mate on a 
gunboat in the Confederate River 
Defense Flotilla on the Mississippi 
He was captured at Vicksburg and 
sent to Rock Island, IU., as a pri­ 
soner of war. After the war, he 
w'as captain of the first steamboat 
to navigate the Red River of the 
north.

Douglas found a score of union 
officials using welfare and pension 
funds as ‘‘their own money.” was 
his investigation permitted to die? 
It had one of America’s top in­ 
vestigators, Frank Plant, a former 
F B I agent. Its chief counsel, Paul 
Cotter, was raring to dig deeper. 
They turned out a searing 365- 
page indictment of the crime cartel 
inside labor. The AFL-CIO execu­ 
tive council went through it. AFL- 
CIO chief George Meany sent it on 
to the Ethical Practices Commit­ 
tee for action. 
Yet nowhere in the government 
was there $100,000 to keep the 
Douglas committee alive. Why? 
There 
must 
be 
Congressional 
probes. Otherwise the ball falls 
between two outfielders. The gov­ 
ernment finds that it can’t handle 
clever criminals on any charge ex­ 
cept income tax evasion. So some 
cf the w’orst hoods get away with 
sentences as short as eight months 
on tax raps. There just are no 
laws to deal with the subtleties of 
the crime cartel and to jug men 
like Frankie Costello. 
And we find district attorneys 
with no power to prosecute be­ 
cause they are hamstrung by lo­ 
cal 
laws. 
Only the spotlight of 
a properly-conducted congression­ 
al investigation can light up the 
murky corners. 


But an even greater obstacle 
than ineffective laws is local po­ 
litical pressure. Here is where the 
honest union leaders can move 
boldly. They can make it known 
that they would not regard an 
honest investigation into 
labor 
rackets as an attack on all labor. 
They can say publicly that they 
welcome such a probe. Then per­ 
haps the automatic deplorers of 
probes might agree that there are 
honest men outside labor as well 
as inside. 


The fault is not all on the con­ 
ditioned reflex champions of labor. 
The fault lies too, on the shoul­ 
ders of the public defenders, the 
law and order forces of State, 
county, 
and 
municipal 
govern­ 
ments — and in Washington, as 
well. 
If they have been listening as 
carefully as did the President of 
the U.S. 
before he became ill, 
they would have heard stentorian 
voices shouting out a call for gov­ 
ernment help. 
Violence, corruption and betray­ 
al of trust by labor officials have 
been loudly denounced by David 
Dubinskv and George Meany at 
the recent International 
Ladies 
Garment Workers Union conven­ 
tion in Atlantic City. Walter Reu- 
ther struck out at the hoods before 
the textile Workers Union's ses­ 
sions in Washington. 
Scores of unions have passed 
resolutions on my behalf, offering 
help, deploring mob action and 
even increasing the reward for ap­ 
prehension 
of the 
ghoul-for-hire 
who wiped out my sight with a 
concentration of acid so strong it 
bleached the sidewalk. 


Furthermore, at the most re­ 
cent session of the AFLrCIO ex­ 
ecutive 
council,

of 
local 
u n i o n s 
which 
have 
been “ muscled.” The committee 
can 
hire 
lawyers, 
investigators 
and researchers. It can so to any 
police force. It can recommend 
that a union be thrown out of the 
AFL-CIO. 
It can stand up and fight. It can 
right the wrongs of a thousand 
martyrs. It can prove what so 
many of us believe—that regard 
less of our agreement or disagree­ 
ment with such men as George 
Meany and Walter Reuther—there 
are honest men atop the labor 
movement 
ready 
to 
apply 
the 
same fervor and genius they use 
in 
collective bargaining, 
strikes 
and organizing drives to clean up 
that part of the underworld which 
is making a patsy out of sections 
of labor. 
This Ethical Practices Commit­ 
tee has the power to work out a 
code of ethics for all labor. It can 
demand 
that 
all 
union 
leaders 
maintain honor and decency in 
their unions. 


To draw' up this code so that it 
can be hammered into philosophi­ 
cal shape, the committee has the 
Bernard Baruch of American La­ 
bor, aWshington attorney, Arthur 
hru attorntv Art or.Washi ngton. 
Goldberg, who believes that labor 
should conduct itself so ethically 
that it can live in a giant fish 
bowl. This isn t guaranteed to win 
him popularity ,in certain circles. 
But w'hat price popularity? What 
price votes? What price compro­ 
mise? 


This is no fight on juvenile de­ 
linquents. This is no fight on other 
labor men w'ho simply w'ant to live 
by their own code. This is a fight 
on men who are really not of la­ 
bor. w’ho buy and sell unions just 
as real estate men unload parcels 
of land. 
This is a fight on terror. Let no 
one think I wanted to be blnided 
for life. Let no one think I did not 
know the risk involved 
in this 
kind of fight. I ’ve been making. 
But how could 
it 
be 
other­ 
wise? Men don’t live by bread 
alone — or cake, or l u s h apart­ 
ments or gourmet’s food in $l2-a- 
steak restaurants. After all, how 
many more rolls can one eat at 
breakfast? How many more suits 
can one wear? 
How could I have done other­

when 
a 
woman 
and 
lier 
daughter came to me. weeping to 
say a squad of goons from a union 
had just ripped up their little shop 
How could I have done otherwise 
w’hen the owner of a small chain 
of stores came to me. gun in pot k- 
et. saying he was ready to shoot it 
out with muscle men who had 
harrassed him for months—though 
he really didn't know' the gun butt 
from the barrel. 
How could it have been different 
when 
strong 
men. 
ex-GIs 
and 
former 
prisoners 
of 
war. 
who 
fought Fascism and Nazism and 
Communism, came to me and told 
me how they were caught in a 
union headquarters and surround­ 
ed by a strong-arm squad, which 
attempted to provoke the two re­ 
formers into swinging at them Ly 
calling them and their mothers 
foul names of an unprintable na­ 
ture. 
If these two men had swung out 
in defense of the honor of the>r 
mothers, they wrould have been 
beaten to a pulp. They had to 
stand there, weeping with frustra­ 
tion, so they’d be able to walk out 
unharmed and earn a living for 
their people. In their own union,

sociate Agent. Mr. Dunn, 
As- 
County Agent who devotes m ost of 
his tim e to farm ers belonging to 
the Balanced 
Farm ing 
Associa­ 
tion. * 
Noah Heath has drilled Laredo 
soybeans to be turned under as 
green m anure this fall. 
We agree 
with him that the future returns 
for this seed 
in 
increased crop 
yields should be 
much 
greater, 
than what he could have received 
for the seed at last spring's low 
pi’ices. 
Byron Moxley has been able to 
produce a good stand of lespedeza 
in wheat that produced 50 bushels 
and where 100 pounds of am moni­ 
um nitrate was applied as a top 
dressing last spring. 
Weldon Cox has 
m aintained a 
good stand of sweet clover from 
this spring's seeding on light san­ 
dy soil. He used a light seeding oi 
oats as a nurse crop. 
Dunn be­ 
lieves that the fact that Mr. Cox 
inoculated his sweet clover m ade 
the difference between success and 
failure. 
He believes this bcause 
good stands on two other Balanc­ 
ed Farm ing m em ber’s farm s on 
better land, but where inoculation 
culture was not applied have fiz 
zled out. 
J. L. Clevidence and D earm ont 
Oliver find that old discarded au­ 
tomobile tires are very useful for 
doubling over tractor tires to pull 
cut of mud holes. The auto tire is 
m erely looped over 
the 
tractor 
wheel like doubling 
a 
doughnut 
over a clothes line. 
It's tied on 
with a wire or chain. 
Likes Barley, Crimson 
Clover Combination 
A three year average of 35 bush­ 
els of barley, plus a good yield of 
crim son clover grown along with 
the barley, plus pasture and also 
a lot of extra soil fertility for fol­ 
lowing crops are given by Roy Cox 
as reasons why he likes to grow 
barley and crimson on the sam e 
lan dat the sam e time. This year 
over 200 pounds of recleaned clov­ 
er seed was produced per acre, 
but the barley yield was only L5 
bushels. 
Mr. Cox attributes the 
low barley yield to pasturing too 
late in the spring. 
However, he 
has no regrets since he got a lot of 
milk from his da*irv cows as a sub 
stitute for some bushels of barley 
which he lost. He does not believe 
that the seeding of crim son clover 
in barley in the fall has any ma 
terial effect in reducing the yield 
of barley. 
Following the harvest of his bar­ 
ley and crimson clover this year 
the land was broken and seeded 
to sudan and lespedeza. 
Mr. Cox 
says that he not only has a good 
pasture of sudan 
and 
lespedeza 
but that a splendid stand of volun­ 
teer crimson clover has also ap­ 
peared in the m ixture. 
He agrees 
that seeding lespedeza in May is a 
little too late in the season to get 
dependable stands, but th at he did 
succeed this year. 
He thinks that 
reasonably close pasturing of su­ 
dan is 
essential 
in 
m aintaining 
stands of legumes 
as 
lespedeza 
and crimson clover seeded 
writh 
it. 
Mr. Cox has also m ade extens­ 
ive use of both vetch and crimson 
clover for seeding in corn and cot 
ton yields in the fall as winter le­ 
gume cover crops. 
He believes 
that the uncertainty of success by 
seeding vetch by airplane without 
ground covering is too great to 
justify this practice. On the other 
hand he says, that while he has 
had some failures with 
crim son 
clover seeding in this m anner, he 
has succeeded often enough to con 
tinue the practice.

In talking to J. B. Simkins the 
question of 
keeping 
sweet corn 
free of ear worms was discussed. 
One fortunate thing about the ear 
worm is that there is rarely m ore 
than one to be found per ear. This 
because they are very hostile in­ 
sects as far as each other are con­ 
cerned, meaning that when they 
get together they usually fight un­ 
til one is killed. 
Sweet corn can be kept free of 
pests by repeating spraying. 
The 
m ost satisfactory m aterial is 
25 
per cent DDT em ulsifiable 
con­ 
centrate used at the rate of 10 tao- 
lespoons in a gallon of water. 
For 
garden sized crops an 
ordinary 
fly spray is satisfactory for ap­ 
plying m aterial. Spray the silks of 
ears only, beginning when about 
20 per cent of the silks have em erg 
ed. 
Repeat the application a 1 3 
day intervals while corn is silking. 
One gallon of m ixture will trea t 
150 to 200 feet of row. 
Vigo Vs. Knox Wheat 
In recent years Vigo has been 
the predom inent variety of wheat 
grown in the county. 
Rightly so, 
because tests on the southeast ex­ 
perim ental field have shown it to 
be the best yielder. 
However, aft­ 
er the new Knox variety had out 
yielded Vigo by 3 or 4 bushels per 
acre we gave what assistance we 
could in getting some Knox intro­ 
duced into the county for the ’55 
crop. 
Still more was 
harvested 
this year. 


A. C. Hess is the first farm er I 
know of to have both varieties and 
have both harvested as this is writ 
ten. He says that while each crop 
was grown on sim ilar soil with 
sim ilar fertilizer treatm ent, 
the 
Knox produced 57 bushels as coin 
pared to 41 bushels per acre by 
Vigo. “ Really,” said Mr. Yess, “ I 
thought before the wheat was com 
bined that the Vigo w’ould produce 
the m ost” . It will take many m ore 
Individual farm reports to serve 
as a basis for compiling the yield 
abilities for the two varieties and 
er this year’s conditions. 
Ben B arker reports a yield of 49 
bushles per acre of Knox w'heat 
but he had no other varieties on 
farm for comparison. 
In addition 
to its ability to produce high yields 
Mr. B arker says its early m aturi­ 
ty and its good standing quality is 
an advantage. 
It’s Warfarin For Rats 
Charlie Arnold, custodian at the 
court house, has asked my help on 
planning action to rid the 
court 
house of rats that have made their 
appearance in the last few days. 
When it comes to killing rats and 
mice W arfarin bait properly pre­ 
pared an dusd has no equal. When 
the problem is not big and the job 
is to get a few rats around the 
residence or barn most folks will 
like to buy the bait already pre­ 
pared. 
In mixing your own bait 
from 
the 
W arfarin 
concentrate 
there are several ingredients that 
might be used but it §ecms that 
bait should contain around 5 per 
cent actual W arfarin. 
One good 
simple m ixture is made by mixing 
19 parts of yellow corn meal and 1 
part W arfarin. 
The slow effect of W arfarin us­ 
ually enables rats and mice to get 
to their burrows and nests to die. 
This usually, but not always, mean 
that odors are less likely to follow. 
No poison taken in lethal amounts 
will cause rats to “ dry up” with­ 
out odor.

Warm Days and Green Grass 
Hurt Egg Quality 
W arm days and green grass are 
nice for some things, but they’re 
hard on egg quality. Glenn Patton, 
Associate County Agent says these 
two factors—warm days and green 
grass—have caused egg quality to 
hit bottom in Southeast Missouri. 
Agent Patton points out that 
wre are going to have to do some­ 
thing about improving egg quali­ 
ty or soon be forced out of the 
shell egg m arket. Already, eggs 
are being shipped into Missouri 
from northern states to supply the 
dem and for high quality eggs. 
Recently, 
several 
samples 
of 
eggs produced in Missouri were 
taken to the Missouri College of 
Agriculture for inspection. These 
eggs were candled and broken out 
by reseacrh men at the College.

Is Good Investment

A three year average of 35 bush­ 
els of barley, plus a good yield of 
crimson clover grown along with 
the barley, plus pasture and also 
a lot of extra soil fertility for fol­ 
lowing crops are given by Roy Cox 
as reasons why he likes to grow 
barley and crimson on the same 
lan dat the same time.

In the barley plots, they saw the 
B-400 variety, which is recommend 
od by the College of Agriculture. 
The B-400 variety was developed 
at the Missouri Station. Visitors 
also saw a new barley variety — 
B-475. Seed of this variety was 
distributed to Missouri certified 
seed growers last fall and seed 
should be generally available af­ 
ter harvest this summer. The new 
variety is a little more hardy than 
B-400 and it also yields and thresh­ 
es better. 
As for wheat varieties, both hard 
and soft varieties and a number of 
experimental varieties were ex­ 
amined by Field Day visitors. Of 
particular interest among the soft 
wheats was the Vermillion variety. 
Jt’s a sister selection of the Knox 
variety and was released by .ho 
Indiana Experiment Station 
last 
summer. Approximately IOO acres 
of tie Vermillion variety have 
been planted in Missouri and seed 
from this planting will be avail­ 
able as foundation seed after har­ 
vest this year. Certified growers 
will get the larger share and will 
sell the increase as certified seed 
in 1957. 
The four soft wheat 
varieties 
currently recommended by 
the 
Missouri Agricultural Experiment 
Station are Vermillion, Knox, Vi­ 
go and Clarkton. 
Recommended 
hard varieties are Pawnee and 
Ponca. 
Egg Cooling Room 
Is Good InvestnuMit 
lf you have a flock of 500 hens 
or more, Glenn Patton. Associate 
County Agent, says you should con

sider building a refrigerated egg 
cooling room in your laying house. 
Many hatching eggs are being 
sold now on a hatchability basis. 
In addition, more eggs are being 
marketed on a graded basis. 
In 
many cases the use of a special 
egg cooling room will greatly im­ 
prove the quality of eggs being 
sold. 


The refrigerated, insulated egg- 
cooling room in most cases can be 
conveniently located in the middle 
or one end of the laying house. 
Then eggs have to be carried only 
a short distance when gathered. 
The egg room should be located so 
that the eggs are easily picked up 
for marketing. In addition, there 
will probably have to be a small 
handling and casing room adjoin­ 
ing the cooling room. 
According to Agent Patton, a 
poultryman with a high producing 
flock of 1000 to 1200 birds and 
selling on a hatching or grad d 
basis can get an additional *400 
income annually through proper 
cooling. And this increase can be 
tripled for the producer now sell­ 
ing without regard to quality if he 
wall use a good egg cooler and a 
market where the additional qual­ 
ity will be paid for. 
As for costs of such an egg cool 
ing unit, the cost of investment, de­ 
preciation and operation is about 
one-third cent per dozen. 
Complete plans for an egg cool­ 
ing room 
are available at your 
county extension office. 
Hog Producers Need System For 
Selecting Replacement Gilts 
One of the steps in keeping a 
good producing strain of sows on 
your farm is to select your best 
gilts for 
replacement. 
Glenn 
Patton associate county agent says 
Ihese rpelacement 
gilts 
should 
come from good litters, both as to 
size and doing ability. 
This type of selection requires a 
system of identification. E ar not­ 
ching is used on many commercial 
farms in Missouri as a means of 


positive identification. All pigs are 
ear notched so that when gilt se­ 
lection time comes, the sows and 
pigs can be matched. 
When 
selecting these 
replace­ 
ment gilts, it helps to know' ab­ 
out the suckling and production a- 
bility of the sows. 
And 
Patton 
says this can best be determined 
by weighing litters at 56 days of 
age. Replacement gilts should be 
kept from litters of eight or more 
pigs weaned. Those eight or more 
pigs should weigh a total of 300 
to 400 pounds at 56 days if the 
sows are good sucklers. 
The demand for a meat-type hog 
is another factor that must be con 
sidered in selecting replacement 
gilts. Look for length of body, evi­ 
dence of natural muscling 
as 
shown by thick, deep hams and 
loins, and for freedom from ex­ 
cess fat. 
Agent Patton says that probing 
to measure baekfat thickness will 
help find those gilt! that would 
tend to produce meatier hogs when 
mated to a meaty boar. The prob­ 
ing can be done when gilts weigh 
180 to 200 (>ounds. A good goal is 
to keep only those gilts that had 
one and one-half inches of baek­ 
fat or less when they weigh 'd 200 
pounds at about six months of 
age. 
Br Prepared For 
Hot Weather 
Warm weather is here and lime 
again to give some thought lo how 
to * >ep the poultry flock com-1 
fortable, says 
associate 
County 
Agent Glenn Patton. Keeping the 
birds cool so that their appetites 
and body weight will stay up is 
most important in maintaining egg 
production at a high level. 
One of the essential features of 
a summer laying house, according 


to associate agent Patton, is an 
insulated ceiling that helps pre­ 
vent heat from entering the house. 
A straw loft or insulation briard 
will serve this purpose. W hite or 
aluminum paint on the roof will 
abo help in reducing tho inside 
temperature by reflecting part of 
the sun’s rays. 
Ventilation in the laying house 
may be provided by opening large 
double doors on each end 
and 
windows on the sides. 
Several 
poultrymen have found that ad­ 
ditional air circulation is needed 
at the floor level during much of 
this season. They have construct­ 
ed panels on the north and south 
sides of the building which arc 
hinged at the top and raised to 
provide cross ventilation. 
These 
panels are built so that they fit 
tightly when closed during the 
winter months.

Drying Grain With Furred A ir 
P ying grain by 
mechanical 
\ collation 
removes 
many haz­ 
ards of harvesting and 
storing 
crops. It may have a place on 
your farm. 
With drying equip­ 
ment, 
moisture content of wet 
grain can 
be reduced 
for safe 
storage, grain can lie marketed 
without a moisture discount, and 
it can be harvested earlier with 
a picker sheller which has adv an­ 
tages, especially for 
the 
cash 
grain grower. 
Drying with forced air is ac­ 
complished bv forcing air through 
the grain with crop drying fans 
designed especially for that pur­ 
pose. The drying system must be 
designed to secure a uniform flow 


of air through the grain. 
Both 
heated and unheated air can be 
used. Unheated air is probably 
t’.e most practical for farms hav­ 
ing 3000 to 5000 bushels of grain 
4 
dry. When larger quantities of 
grain are to be dried, heated air 
should be used. 
With unheatiJ air, grain i« us­ 
ually dried while in storage with 
a system of duets on the floor or 
a perforated floor in the bin to 
provide a uniform flow of 
air 
throughout the grain. The time 
required to dry may cover a per­ 
iod of several weeks. 
When heated air is used, the 
grain is usually dried in batch 
driers before being stored in bins 
Batch driers usually hold only 
IOO to 300 bushels of grain. With 
heated air the time required to 
dry grain is greatly reduced. A 
few hours are usually enough. 
After drying, the grain is cooled 
by blowing unheated air thiough 
it. The drier is then emptied and 
reloaded with wet grain. 
Both systems have advantages 
and disadvantages. W ith unheat­ 
ed aid there is no expenses f^r 
fuel to heat the air, no fire haz­ 
ard. lower initial equipment cost, 
and little supervision is required.

dependent on weather con­ 
ditions ami grain may be damag­ 
ed rn bad weather. It will work 
best on wheat, oats and barley, 
which are harvested in warm wea­ 
ther with good drying conditions. 
It has been used successfully on 
corn and grain sorghum harvest­ 
ed in the fall. 
Heated air can be used to dry 
the wettest grain, even during ad­ 


verse weather conditions. Only a 
short drying time is required and 
a high drying capacity can be se­ 
cured from the amount of elec­ 
tric power available. Initial cosis 
are higher and fuel such as oil or 
L P gas must be provided. Consid­ 
erable supervision is needed. 
Gram drying equipment may or 
may not be a profitable practice 
on your farm.
